CANTON JOTTINGS. 


A STATE OF TENSION. 


(An Occasional Correspondent.) 


Canton, Jan, 28, 

- The Yunnanosa troops sont by 
the Tuchun from Yunnan to oo- 
operate with Chan King: ming aro 
rapidly pressing across Kwangal 
and will soon ho before Wuchow. 
Tho military authoritios in Shiu 
Hing aro commandocring all the 
launches ond tugs they oan lay 
their hands upon, irrespective of 
nationality. The passongor junke 
which wore suppored to havo left 
Canton yostorday afternoon for 
the Woat River districts have all 
cancelled thoir railings. 


Quite a number of tho 
rongor junks are convoyed by 
fighting junks. Theso junks aro 
like the anciont. war vossols, 
carrying about twenty muzzle: 
loadera, machine gune, Mauser 
pistols, rifles, blunderbusses and 
even’ the time-honoured stink- 
pots. They are towed behind the 
‘ug, and the passenger junk is 
hitched up behind the fighting 
vessel, 


pas- 


Fees for — these Fighting 
danks amount up to ubout 
$800 per month, and the crews 
of these vessels number about 
forty to fifty. Even — the 
woven and children take part in 
the manning of the guns. 

The convoy system has been 
vory successful, and during the 
whole of the last year only threo 
attacks have boen made on vessels 
so convoyed, only une attack 
being succersfui, the convoy junk 
being blown up in this instance. 

Usually four passenger junks 
support one convuy vessel, which 
convoys tham through only the 
dangerous localities. 

Fully seventy per cent. of the 
small gunboats in Canton, Har- 
bour are boing painted green and 
these vessels aro controlled by the 
Bolshevik olements. ‘Two of the 
ternedo boats’ have been cam: 
ouflaged—-painted green with 
black and yellow splotches all 
over the hull, funnel and 
upperworkR. 

All the walls of the Military 
Sehool in Whampoa and a num- 
ber of walls in thy vicinity have 
been painted white, and covered 
with the black letters of ubout 
eight inchos in height, expounding 
Bolshevik aims and teachings. 

Lvorybody in Canton is expect- 
ing the death of Dr Sun Yat-sen, 


sjand big developments in the near 


future. 

The Chinese banks are all post- 
poning the date of resumption of 
busicess after the New Yoar. 

The city is, quiet. There aro 
not s9 many troops about, al- 
though quite a nuthber of patrols 
have boon seon, headed with a 
banner borne by an armed 
policeman. 

The day heforu yesterday tho 
trains proceeding to Shui Kwan 
on the Canton-Honkow Railway 
wero all turned back. 

There are no vewtpipers 
publishing and everyone i kept 
guossing as to what will happun 
noxt. 

‘Thoro is a conspicuous absence 
of bunting in Canton, ‘Practically 
no flags-are flying. The tive: 
barred National flag is prohibited 
and only the Sun Yat-sen flag 
allowed to be used.

She was observed lying olf 
Whampoa yesterday in company 
with threo small gunboats of the 
Canton “navy,” painted tha ro- 
gulation green colour of that fleet, 
with splotches of bright yellow 
and black all] over her as camou- 
flage, the whole boeing covered 
with a coat of bright.varnish. 

It will be romembered that the 
Hok Canton was conaseated ona 
charge of having contraband on 
hoard —i.e. opium and other nar- 
cotics, She was captured by the 
eruiser Wing Fung and was aftor- 
wards re-named the Wing Fuk 

[t is stated that the Chilean 
Consul at Canton has remonstrat- 
od with the Canton Government 
in ordor to have the steamor re- 
leased. Tho anthoritics, however, 
have not seen fit to releaso her 
so far.

FRENCH PREMIER'S 
WARNING. 


Paris, Jan. 28. 

An unusually stom tone to- 
wards Germany charactorised M. 
'Horriot’s intorvontion to-night in 
8 debato on forsign affairs, in 
whtch he assorted that behind 
the dust sho was throwing in tho 
Allios’ eyos Germany was pre- 
Paring an assault. 

Ho warnod tho Allios, particu- 
larly England and Italy, that “wo 
must watch what is happening 
over thoro”. 

In viow of tho Promror's subse- 
qguont reforonce to tho Genova 
protecol, and tho failure. of tho 
British and Americans to ratify 
tho tripartite pact, and also his 
insistence cn security for France 
as the first ersential for world 
peace, the lobbies are of option 
that the Promier was addrensing 
himself to Britain, over the heads 
of the Deputies. 

Karlicr in his sprech M. Herriot 
relterated that France did not 
intond to renounco hor debts. 

Ilis speech was loudly applaud 
ed by all benches with the excep- 
tion of the Communiats.-- Reuler. 


COTTON INDUS 
CRISIS, 


SPECIAL MEASURES 
URGED. 


London, Jan 28. 

The Federation of Master 
Cottonspinners in issuing ite 
ballot pipers on the queation of 
restriction, stutes that the 
unfavourable turn of — trade 
alroady shows a sign of develop. 
ine into a serious situation. 

The advantages won ky eom- 
bined effort and determined 
organisation will bo jeopardised 
by spinners putting more yarn on 
tho markot than isdemanded, and 
will result in a roturn of the 
deplorable cenditions obtsining 
prior to last year, with disastrous 
results to everyone engaged fa 
this section of industry. - Reuter. 

London, Jan. 28. 

Giving evidence before the 
Committees on Industry and 
Trade, Mr. Hammerstey, on be- 
half of the Provisional Emer- 
goncy Cotton Committee, ad- 
vocated the cetablishmont of a 
hoard consisting of representa. 
tives of omployers and employed 
to control the whole industry, 
and f#ter alia to regulate the 
supplies and avoid recurrent 
booms and slumps. Tho decisions 
of such a board are to be binding. 

The Committes urged that stops 
be taken to mako the industry in- 
dependent of America, whore the 
firmers wero financed and thero 
was higbly-organised holding up 
of supplics; and suggested that 
{ndia be concentrated upon to 
provide the raw cotton of requiste 
staplo grade. ° : 

The Committes deprecated Go- 
Yernment interference in in- 
dustry. It thought Lancashire 
was not threatened by increared 
production of low-class’ yarns and 
hand-woven cloth. and was of 
opinion that those made in India, 
Japan and China woro of such 
low quality that English spinners 
and manulacturers would not 
make them. Reuter,

COMMITTEE'S INVESTIGATIONS. 


PROGRES 


OF BIG TASK, 


(Spectal “Telegraph” Service.) 


. London, Jan. 25, 7: 
Sir Arthur Balfour, the well- 
known industrialist, has mado an 
importont statement rogarding 
the work of tho Committoo re- 
porting on British Industry and 
Commerce. This Committos was 
appointed Inst July by Mr. Ram- 
any MacDonald, who was thon 
-Promior, and its mombors, who 
number oightcon, includo ropre- 
sentatives of the manufacturing, 
shipping, banking and morchant 
interests, as well ax. persons pro- 
minently: associated with the 
trados, labour and co-operative 
movomenty. 

Sir Arthur omphasised the im- 
monnity of the Conimitteo's task, 
but he said that the Committee 
had made the closest possible 
oxamination of cach of the British 
oversons markets. “We have 
come definitely to the conclusion,” 
said Sir Arthur, “that probably 
ono of the greatest servicos which 
wo can rendor to the industry 
and trade of this country is of an 
educational kind, and, with that 
idea in view, wo are preparing 
volumes ‘on various: subjects.” 
Tho first’ volume, ho added, would 
deal chiefly with tho ovorseas 
markets, because on that matter 
the Committoo had the most 
complete information at present. 
He emphasised that thoso 
velumes would ‘in no way bo 
interim reports, as they would 
simply contain information, and 


not recommondations. Six sub- 
committees had’ boon appointed 
under tho following honde:— 
Statistios, Overson Marketa, In- 
dustrial ond Commorcial EM- 
cfoncy, Commoroial Rolationa, 
Industrial Rolations and Pubti- 
cations, , 


This wook the Committoo would 
bogin to hoar tho ovidonce of “the 
big trades.” Roprosontatives of 
the cotton trade would bo hoard 
firat; thon the iron and stoel 
trades, thon enginvoring, and so 
forth. Sir Arthur Balfour spoke 
of tho groat assistance whioh tha 
Committeo was receiving from 
Govornmant Dopartmenta in the 
supply of data, This material 
included o survey of oll tho. im- 
portant countrios of the world in 
theiruspoct as markets for British 
yoodr, Full information was 
being providod rogarding tariffs, 
commorcial troaties and similar: 
instruments affecting tho treat- 
ment of British oxports by foroign 
countrivs. Thea Committeo was 
afso being supplied with full 
details of labour conditions in 
various countries. 


“Wo hope to lonvo byhind,” 
concluded Sir Arthur, “a com- 
plete record of British trado, 
which will bo a reforence and a 
guide, and from which ono could 
commence to baso any now on- 
quiry which might tako placo fiva 
or ton yoara henco.”

FORMER SERVANT JAILED, 


A charge of theftin which the 
Hon. Mr. Chow Shou-son was the 
complainant was brought before 
Mr. N. L.-Smith at the Contral 
Magistracy this morning, Against 
Chang: yau. 

Mr. &— 1D. C. Wolfe, who 
prosecuted, said that the defend- 
ant was formorly aservantin Mr. 
Chow's employ. Ho was dis- 
charged in the ordinary course 
as being unsatisfactory, but after 
he left he madvu a surreptitious 
return to the house, and was 
a‘ile to make a selection of goods, 
these consisting of two long 
conts, two clocks and a watch. 
Tho coats and watch wore 
recovered from tho pawnbroker 
when tho defendant was arrosted, 
but the two clocks wero lost. 
Defendant atated that one of 
theso was sent to the conntry, 
whilo ho also lost the pawntickot 
for the other. 

Regarding tho responsibility of 
tho pawnbrokor in the caso, tho 
C.S.P. pointed out that each of 
the conts was worth botwoon $40 
and $50, and it soomed ridiculous 
that the Jot should bo takon on 
pawn for about $10. It. was 
admitted that, dressed as tho 
dofendant was, his sappearanco 
could not havo oxcited suspicion. 
. Mr Chow said that he was 
proparad to pay tho rodomption 
monay for the articles. 

His Worship said thal there 
was nothing to suggest that the 
pawnbrokor should havo beon 
aware of the origin of tho articles, 

Defendant was sentenced to 
aix weoks' hard labour.

ure to Japan has practically end- 
ed hostilities is evidenced by the 
fact that an armoured train 


containing fifty of Yu Yung- 
heiang’s White Russians ond 
throc Manchurians arrived at 
Shanghai from Shanghai North 
Station. Indeed thoy disarmed 
on route a numbor of Chi's former 
troops, who are believed to bo 
straggling towards Shanghai. 

The foreign view of tha situat- 
ion is very. hopeful and only tho 
merest precautions havo heen 
taken. 

It ja believed Lu Yung-hsing 
will sond a larger forca to Shang- 
hai to-night to take possvesion, 
Lu Yung-hsing has given in- 
structiona to his forces that no 
more fighting is to ocour: round 
Shanghai.

CLOSING MEETING. 


The closirig Keston of the Mc'li 
cal Conference was held yesterday 
afternoon, whon a number of in- 
torestiny resolutlons were passed 

Tha queation was raieed, 
through a letter from a member of 
the atudent body, of the bad offects 
of cinema films which were dump- 
ed Jo China and were the founda- 
tion of many evil practices. The 
meeting generally condemned tne: 
type of film exhibited as being 
dangerous:,to those who had na 
discretion, and one member sug- 
gested that instead of passing 
ploust and platitudinous resolu: 
tions a letter to the officin! head 
of the cinema industry in America 
would carry greater weight. 

Dr. Maxwell anid it was not a 
case for them, as medical men, to 
Interfere with, but thought it was 
entirely a missionary work. Dr. 
Fowler moved that the question be 
referred to the National Chriatinn 
Council, and In the form of a re- 
solution. This was passed. un-

Tho main troublo, howovor, is 
that the Peking Government has 
no control ovor these roving 
bands of troops, or these various 
armics led by Wor Lords; 
noithor has it sufliciont indopon- 
dont forcos of its own to sco that 
warring factions koop within 
cortain. dofined limits in thoir 
military oporations. In othe; 
words, the Government is a 
Government in namo only, as 
practically ovory Administration 
has boon in China since ' the 
establishmont of tho so-callod 
Republic. Its authority doos not 
run far boyond tho bounds of the 
capital, and it is obvious that it 
cannot intervono with much 
offect in warfaro carried on 
hundreds of milda beyond ‘tho 
soat of govornmont, All. tho 
samo, the Powors havo tho right 
to look to the Govornmont of the 
day to fulfil its obligationa in 
thoso and: othor matters. China

Dangerous Practice. 


Tho valutary fino imposed on a 
forry coxswalin..yostorday sorves 
to ‘draw, attontion again to o 
practice which the Chinoso aro 
ofton prono to follow, to tho groat 
danger of human life; and the 
officors whoso duty itis to detect 
this broach of rogulations havo 
ever to be on tho alort in con- 
soquonce, Tho cnee of a forry- 
boat that turned turtlo near tho 
Praya last yoar, with conssquent 
sorious loss of life, omphasised 
tho oallousnoss, or sheor ignor- 
ance, of somo Chineso whon it 
comoy to n question. of a aafoty 
margin. It is to bo foarod that 
gain is tho paramount considora- 
tion in most instancos, and pro- 
bably” tho™arguinont is that if 
nothing has happened on one 
occasion,.thon why should thore 
bo any harm in repoating tho 
prohibited practice? From forries 
to evon-biggyer vossols, forcignors, 
in Chino sro continually wit- 
noss of tho -riske run in 
tho effort to carry as 
many passengers as possible. 
Whoro no adoquate supervision 
is possiblo, tho abuso ia a fixed 
one, and only good “joss” enablos 
some of these vessels to ply for 
long periods without disastor. 
But inovitably ao time comes 
when thoy are put to tho most 
sovore test, and thon thoy aro 
found wanting in tho nocossary 
safety allowance. We recorded 
a terrible disastor on the West 
River not long ogo,-whon an 
overloaded forry stoamor, carry- 
ing a large number of people who 
woro on thoir way homo for tho 
New Year, capsized, and many 
wore drowned, including some 
two-scoro worien and childron. 
Mishops of this noturco occur 
again and again, yet not only will 
the negloct of precautions con- 
tinuo whonevor foasible, but tho 
public of China will continus. te 
travol undor such dangerous cir- 
cymstancos, usually it is to bo 
feared, becuuse they are impotent 
to protost. 


Relief for Shanghai, 


The news of the departure of 
Marshal Chi for Japan—that 
havon of the defeated militarist 
or unsuccessful politician from 
China—is described by our 
Shanghai correspondent as pro- 
bably indicating tho ond of tho 
strife in the vicinity of tho 
Northern port: In our issuo of 
yosterday thore was also a moss- 
ago stating that the Diplomatic 
Body at Poking had protested to 
the Foreign Ministry at this 
breach of oxpress undortakings 
in parmitting fighting near the 
Foreign Sottlemonts. It will 
doubtless como as a relief to the 
Peking authorities to learn of 
tho flight of Marshal Chi, as hia 
presence noar Shanghai wae not 
only o cause of trouble, but 
Poking appeared unablo to in- 
terveno ovon had -thore boon 
tho intention of acceding to tho 
request of tho _Powors. This 
brings us to a considoration of 
whother tho cessation of fighting 
intho North is really o sign of 
coming peace, or whethor thoro is 
yot to boa resumption of armed 
conflict over anothor issue. With 
tho many commandors and 
sovoral policies, and difforont fac- 
tions, it is hard to’ foretell evonts 
of this kind. Shanghai has 
cortainly good roason to complain 
bittorly of the mannor in which it 
has beon affected by this latest 
Chinoso civil war, ' For somo 
months trade has boen seriously 
intorforod with, ordinary businoss 
has boon disorganisod, and tho 
constant monace of an armed 
rabbio on its boundaries has had 
to bo facod. Tho noar prosonce of 
an arsonal anda big storo of ox- 
plosives, are but two of thoannoy- 
ancos—to put it mildly--which 
havo to bo reckoned with. One is 
driven ‘to wondor how long this 
policy of constant protest, with 
varying entisfaction according to 
circumstancos, {8 to continue.
